Preaidont Cleveland, a few days since, 


•vetoed a private pension bill on tho ground 
-that the beneficiary was not enlisted, and, 
vtboroforo, it would prove a dangerous 
precedent to pension such a person. But 
.thohoutio committee on military affairs 
seems to have before it a case—and upon 
••which it has reported favorably—to which 
the president's logic does not apply. It is 
that of the helix of tho 14th Kansas cav- 
alry recruits who were killed by Qnan- 
trel's bind at Lawrence, Kan., August 
£1, 1863. There wore seventeen of them. 
The report of Major Beam the recruiting 
officer, tells the story of tho massacre. He 
•ays: 


"On the 81st of August, 1863, I had re- 


cruited near fifty men, twenty-two of 
whom WHTO in camp at Lawrence on tho 
fatal morning when Quantrell, with tho 
fiendish hand, entered the town and did 
Us belli* work. I had started for Leav- 
enworth tho night before, but returned as 
soon as I oould on the 31st, and found 
tint seventeen of them had fallen. They 
went entirely unarmed, although I had 
requested Sheriff Brown to grant men 
permission to use, for the purpose of drill 
and defense, in case it was required, 
•which was not impossible, toe muskets 
which wen stacked in a building not 
three rods from my camp, and which 
•were burned on the 31st. I oould draw 
no arms from the government, as I was 
not mustered into service as an officer. 
Had those men had them arms they could 
and wouta have formed a nucleus to which 
•the cllt7.ens would have rallied, and the 
record might have been different; as it 
was, thqy oould make no defense, and fell 
*n ie*y prey to the merciless invaders. 
The mon were not mustered into the ser- 
vice of the United States, and notwith- 
standing they fell in the cause of their 


, 
•ooiostry neither they nor their heirs have 


, " received their pay or bounty for their ser- 


vtoe*. It seems to be the simplest justice 
to the heirs, some of whom are indigent, 
Industrious people, and badly in need of 
it, %>t the government should pay what 
•was then due, both bounty and service.''

MAIL MOTOCYCLES. 


Soon to Be Pat In General Duo bv tbe 


foot OfBco Department. 


The arrangements for the trial of 


horseless carriages in Washing-'on for 
the work of the post office department 
point to the' adopt ion of mail moto- 
cycles throughout the country. The 
vehicle to be used in Washington will 
be 12 feet long, 6 feet wide and sonK'- 
what more than fi feet high. It will bi- 
litted up like the mail compartment 
of a street or railway car forming, in 
fact, a miniature post office on wheels. 
The machine is to be operated with a 
gasoline motor, and is claimed to be 
capable of making four speeds.five., ten 
and 20 miles an hour forward, and three 
miles an hour backward. 
It can 


be quickly geared to different speeds, 
and it involves no hazard either from 
fire or explosion. It is proposed to uw 
the postal monocycles in city and coun- 
try districts where there are no railway 
lines, and where the service can be im- 
proved by assorting the mails between 
offices while, in transit. These vehicles 
will be of great service in picking up 
mails from stations, and even from let- 
ter boxes. They will supply, in fact. 
a chenp a>nd expeditious means of dt'- 
liverii.-g and collecting- mail, and their 
introduction will doubtless be quickly 
followed by the banishment of tbe ail- 
tiqnaled closed wagon service, ami the 
one-horse chaise now used by postmen 
in picking up mail in largecities. 


BICYCLE INVENTIONS. 


America Gas Made But Ponr, But Pro- 


duces the liest tviiaeln. 


The important inventions 
which 


Americans have given to the bicycle 
are very few. It was a Frenchman, or, 
rather, two Frenchmen—the Michaiix 
brothers—who invented the principle 
of the pedals, which made possible the 
wonderful ground-gaining ability of 
1he modern safety. A statue com- 
memorating this invention was last 
year erected in France. Aiflrisbmau 
invented the first serviceable pneu- 
matic tire, a«d many have imitated his 
work and, in some respects, improved 
on it. '1 he pneumatic tire was not less 
productive of speed than the Michanx 
invention. America, however, can lay 
claim to the introduction of Hie wootl 
rim, which was first used by an Amer- 
ican 
manufacturer of wheels. lie 


thought he hud a fortune in it, but the 
rim itself was non-phtentable. 'J'he 
wood rim in one season drove our the 
steel rim, and now any machine with 
a steel rim is a back number. 


In spite of these facts, however, the 


American wheel is better made, more 
durable, speetlier and generally more 
attractive than those made abroad, and 
the export trade in them is increasing. 
This is a tribu te to the American artisan 
and to Yankee brains, as well. 


Cse* a Bicycle In Prison. 


A new use for the bicycle has been 


discovered in the New York state re- 
formatory at Klmira which is much 
commended by the general superin- 
tendent. Tbe captain of the watch 
makes his rounds within the prison 
proper through tihe main corridors on 
a cycle. The distance is over half a 
mile. His trips are swift and noise- 
less, and he U thus enabled to keep his 
subordinates on the alert at all hours 
of the day or night, as there is no tell- 
ing when he may bear down 
upon 


them. 


Blcyclea for Kangaroo Hunting. 


Our Australian cousins are said to be 


now using bicycles for quite a novel 
purpose. In some districts the kan- 
garoos do much mischief, and the local 
authorities pay "scalp money" for all 
heads secured by hunters.

TREt RESISTS FIRE. 


A Veritable Vegetable Salamander Which 


l^brlves !• Colombia. 


The Gardener's Chronicle gives some, 


details concerning1 a tree of Colombia 
which truly merits the name vegetabte 
Mlamander. This tree, the Ehopala 
odorata, of the order Proteaceae, prc- 
•ents a remarkable power of resistance 
to fire. In the district of Kolima it is 
justomary every year during the dry 
-season to set flr« to the plains in order 
to destroy all the dry weeds thaVdur- 
!ng rains, might interfere with the 
growth of the young and tender vege- 
tation. This periodical conflagration 
naturally produces the most disastrous 
effects upon the trees, which gradually 
disappear without being replaced, sinci; 
It is difficult for an old tree to resist, 
and stiil more BO for a, young shoot of 
one or two years. A single tree forms 
an exception, arid that is the one above 
mentioned—the rhopala. Small, dis- 
torted and scraggy and having a wild 
and desolate appearance, this tree not 
only does not suffer from the fire, but 
derives profit therefrom. It gradually 
establishes itself in localities aban- 
doned by other trees and installs itself 
therein. We have here a very typical, 
case of a survival of the fittest. It,' 
alone capable of resisting flre,witnesses 
the disappearance of its rivals, and is 
seen to gradually encroach upon an al- 
ways more extended domain. Its re- 
sistance to fire is due to its bark. The 
external portion of the latter, more 
than half an inch thick and formed of 
dead cells and fibers, acts like B protect- 
ing jacket with respect to the more 
central and living parts, and it is this 
that assures its triumph in its struggle 
for existence against fire.

An Ingenious mechanical contriT- 


ance for lowering coffins into their 
graves alter the manner of the trap- 
loors of modern theaters is being ex* 
lerimented with daily in Cypress Hills 
emetery, New York. 
The device works automatically, and 


enables a man of very slight stature 
o bury a very heavy coffin with ease. 
It is meant to do away with the grew- 
tome association of scenes of burial as 
'ar as possible. If this unique ceme-' 
«ry trap-door be generally introduced, 
.here will be no more of the distressing 
accidents one reads about when the 
ropes used in lowering a body break 
or slip. 


The apparatus consists of a wooden 


frame about six inches square, which 
Its exactly on the head of the grave. 
Inside this framework is an ingenious 
piece of mechanism with an arronge- 
nent of cogs and pulleys which are 
worked by hydraulic power. The ma- 
chine is operated by means of a hydrau- 
lic cylinder, filled with chemically pure 
glycerine, a non-freezing compound, 
and requires no refilling for a number 
of years. All the active parts are with- 
in the frame, and are made either of 
steel or of bronze. This insures light- 
ness and durability. 


At a burial the framework is placed 


by the edge of the brave. The casket 
Is placed on waterproof hempen straps, 
which run transeversely across the 
framework. These straps will bear a 
weight of 2,000 pounds, so that no ac- 
cident from breakage can possibly oc- 
jur. At a given signal the operator 
places his foot on a treadle, as shown in 
the illustration, and the coffin is low- 
ered automatically into the grave, 
without jar or stoppage. 


The speed can be regulated at will, 


and while its descent can be made in 
£5 seconds, it may be regulated so as 
tb take a minute or more. When the 
coffin has settled at the bottom, a pult 
at the cords attached to the strap hooks 
releases them, and Ihe straps are

There are some persons who have 


borne arms in the service of the Unites 
States in wars before 1861 who are not 
on the pension rolls. There are vet- 
erans and widows of veterans of the sev- 
sral Indian wars between 1832 and 184:.' 
scattered over the west and south, and 
there are five survivors who took part 
in the Seminole war in Florida in 1817- 
1818. 
Of the Indian wars later than 


1632 down to 1860 there are a preat many 
survivors, so that the total number of 
beneficiaries under an act to pension 
these veterans and widows of veterans 
is probably about 4,000. To pension 
this number will require about $750,000 
a year, and the senate committee on pen- 
sions has drafted a bill to this effect.

WHY HARRIS DONT HANG. 
THE "QUICK MEAL" RECEPTION 


Jore.n« Altgeld Glw HI* KeMon. for 


Savin* "Pacer" Smith'* Old Pard. 


In last evening's Issue the -factwas stat- 


ed in a telegram that Frank W. Harris, 


Pacer" Smith's old chum, would not be 
hanged May 1 at Freeport, for the mur- 
der of Charles Bengel. The sentence was 
ommuted to life imprisonment. 


Altgeld's Reasons. 


After reviewing the circumstances at 


tending the commission of the crime the 
governor says: "Harris was sentenced 
to be hanged on the 29th day of Noveni- 
>er, 1895, which execution was staid un- 
il May 1, 1890, in order that the friends 
of Harris might make a record, if possi- 
ble, of the proceedings of the trial and 
present tho same to the supreme court for 


jw. It was then shown that Harris 


had not been properly defended, much 
evidence of great importance was not 
presented to the court or jury at all, and 
ibe matters haa been left in such a posi- 
tion that it was dicffiult to prepare a rec- 
ord. From the facts that were submitted 
then I was satisfied that had everything 
been shown to the jury bearing upon the 
case, while Harris would have been con- 
victed, he would not have been sentenced 
to be hanged. It is now shown that after 
granting tho stay an effort was mode to 
prepare tho record for the purpose of pre- 
senting tho same to tho supreme court 
But it was found impossible to do so be- 
cause the rule of law governing the trial 
of such cases, and applicable in cases 
where it is sought to preserve evidence 
for purpose of appeal, had not been fol- 
lowed by the counsel for Harris, and that 
said case could not be reviewed in the su 
prone court. 


Additional affidavits havo today been 


presented bearing upon the case and tend- 
ing to confirm the opinion I formed on 
the former investigation. It is conclu- 
sively shown that the deceased was a des- 
perate and rough character, given to 
drink, abusive language, and vulgarity; 
he had pursued Harris iu various ways, 
they had frequent quarrels; that he had 
accused Harris ot all manner of crimes, 
and, not content with this, he had finally 
taken to slandering Mrs. Harris, calling 
her all manner of vile names. It is 
shown that this greatly incensed Harris, 
so that when he immediately thereafter 
met Bengel he was in a great passion, 
and tho killing ensued. Much of the Ian 
guage used by Bengel in abusing Harris 
and Mrs. Harris is utterly unfit for publi- 
cation, and I am thoroughly convinced 
that if all of the facts becu presented to 
the court and jury a jury would not have 
inflicted the extreme penalty of the law. 
While tho conduct of Beugel affords no 
defense lor the shooting, it must be con- 
sidered iu connection with the question of 
the punishment. An examination of all 
the facts that havo been presanted mo 
convinces mo that this is not a raise where 
the extreme penalty of the law should ,be 
inflicted, and I therefore commute this 
sentence to imprisonment for life in the 
Illinois state penitentiary." 


Broke Into Tears. 


Freeport, 111., April 23.—The news that 


Governor Altgeld had commuted the sen- 
tence of Frank W. Harris to life impris 
oninent was quietly received here; al 
though on the whole popular opinion is 
adverse to the governor's decision. Har- 
ris broke into tears when his wife tolc 
him the news.

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-springfloM, HI., April 25.—Governor 


AHgcM in an open letter in reply to the 
•neeeh on the money question delivered in 
Chicago by Secretary Carlisle, begins by 
.noting from a speech delivered in con- 
L^ by Carlisle Feburary 31, 18T8, in 
which he characterizes the demonetization 
of silver as "the most gigantic crime of 
this or any other age," and declared it 
would ultimately entail more misery In 
the human moo than all the wars, pesti- 
1CHCI-and famine that ever occurred in 
tho history of the world. Touching this 
Governor Altgold says: "His full pre- 
dictions came to pass. He not only saw 
hi< prophesy fulfilled but saw the misery 
«,f his country become greater than he 
predicted. Ho continued to hold his view 
until he entered Cleveland's cabinet 
when, in some mysterious manner, there 
was a change of heart, though for some 


misou he seems unwilling to talk about 
it. There arc two other members of the 
cabinet, Hoko Smth of Georgia, and Her 
bcrt of Alabama, who llikewise, made 
their voices heard nearly a lifetime de- 
manding the restoration of silver and de- 
nouncing the great conspiracy that struck 
it down. Strange to say when these two 
men entered Cleveland's cabinet they un- 
derwent a change of heart and like Car- 
lisle avoid talking about it." The gov- 
ernor then argues at length in favor of 
Hilvcr as money. He soys the reports to 
the comptroller of the currency last July 
showed only f.127,000,000 in gold in all 
tho banks in the United States. That 
this is practically all the available gold in 
the country. The one hundred millions 
in the treasury being unavailable for or- 
dinary commercial uses. The governor 
declares the statement of the director of 
tho mint that there are six hundred mil- 
lions of gold In the country worthless, 
because he assumes that every dollar put 
in circulation slnco 1872 is still in circula- 
tion, except where there is a record that it 
has been exported. The governor de- 
clares it makes no allowance for the mon- 
ey carried over our northern and southern 
boundaries nor to China, nor that used in 
the arts, nor that lost, nor large sums 
carried across the ocean iu the pockets of 
our people during all those twenty-four 
years. 
Concluding tho governor says: 


"One year ago Cleveland's former law

and 
close 
friend, 
through 


Cleveland and Carlisle made n secret con- 
tract with another friend, and former 
client of Cloveland's.by which that friend 
and his associate speculators were enabled 
to make nine or ten million dollars out of 
the government in this extraordinary, 
even criminal procecduro. It was these 
speculators and sharps in Wall street who 
agreed to protect tho government against 
Jill raids on the treasury until the follow- 
ing November. That is*o say the wealth- 
iest, most enterprising, most poworul, 
most industrious, and thrifty nation on 
the globe paid tribute to a small band of 
speculators for protection, and when the 
month of November arrived the specula- 
tors withdrew their protection and then 
tho government proceeded to issue an- 
other hundred million of bonds, thus in- 
creasing the burdens on our people. Carl isle 
might hava expatiated on this and point- 
«d out to the people the lofty character 
and statesmanship involved in these tran- 
sactions for, strange to say, many of our 
intelligent people are utterly unable to 
<»jnprcheud it.''
